REASON'S FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose, in a method of extruding a tubular metal body through a 
porthole die, including contacting joint portions of the tube with a probe of a frictional 
agitation tool following extrusion and moving the tube or probe to produce a modifying 
treatment to produce finely divided crystal grains. The frictional agitation by a probe 
acting from outside of an extrusion die on a fully joined tube portion (see page 3, line 4 
of Applicant's arguments) extruded from a porthole die is not taught by the prior art 
where the probe acts inside of an extrusion chamber to stir the extrusion (6,726,085).
